FEW FIGURES IN SOUTH. 


Large Birth Rate Is Offset by Nat- | 


ural Mortality and Gradual 
Movement Toward the 
Northern States. 


{BY RAYMOND.}] 

Washington, D. C., July 28.—(Special.)--In 
all probability the adjustment of the réla- 
‘tions between the white and black races in 
America cannot be a matter of years, or even 
of generations, but of centuries. It is of vast 
importance to the country, therefore, to solve 
some of the temporary problems regarding. 
the colored race, as, for instance, whether 
_the black people are to go on increasing and 
thus render the situation more acute, or 
whether, on the other hand, the negroes wiil 
gradually be eliminated, either by ordinary 
physical reasons or by the slow process of 
amalgamation. 


It is a great pity that the census figures | 
_have not attempted to draw the lines as be- 


tween the pure negro and the man of mixed 
blood, but it is to be hoped the abundant in- 
terest in the race question will result in a 
more careful study of the mixture between 
the two races in future census reports. The 
census office, however, is now engaged in 
compiling an extremely valuable bulletin 
which will put together under one cover all 
the statistics yet obtained from official 
sources regarding the negro in the United 
States. 
Few Statistics in South. 

Throughout the southern states there has 
been a great disregard of the important work 
of keeping vital statistics, and in the country 
sections it is impossible to secure any- 
thing except the wildest kind of estimates. 
People who are well informed on other sub- 
jects take it for granted that because the 
negro is outclassing the whites in point of 
numbers in specified localities, his race is 
therefore growing faster than that of his 
former masters. It is necessary to go to 
the cities for anything like accurate figures 
and these do not sustain the view that the 
negroes are growing in numbers faster than 
the whites. 

All of the southern states are peculiar 
owing to the fact that there is practically 
no foreign immigration in that section of 
the country.. There are a few of the south- 


ern European immigrants, notably the agri- 


cultural Italians, who could probably sue- 


ceed in the seuth and make money, but they 


do not like to be placed into direct compe- 
tition with the black man and thus far have 
not entered the south in any large numbers. 
The result is that the numerical relations of 
the two races are largely dependent in the 
south merely upon the natural ebb and flow 


of humanity caused by the inevitable proc- 


esses of birth and death. 
Birth Rate High; Deaths Double. 

It so happens that in the city of ChaMeston 
an intelligent system of vital statistics has 
been adopted, which has a direct bearing 
upon the race question. The figures there 
show that while the negro is reproducing 
himself much more rapidly than the white, 
he is subjected to the usual great law of com- 
pensation owing to the fact that his death 
rate is also nearly double that of the white 
man. 

There is great significance in the figures 
for last year. There were then in Charles- 
ton, according to official estimates, 24,285 
whites and 31,522 colored people. There were 
during the year 461 whites and 1,153 
colored who died. This establishes an ex- 
traordinary proportion showing that the 
deaths among the white people were only 
one in fifty-two, while among the colored 
people the mortality was one ir twenty- 
seven. To reduce this to the ordinary sys- 
tem of comparison, it may be worth while 
stuting that the annual death rate among 
the white population of Charleston during 
1902 was 18.98, while among the colored peo- 
ple the death “rate rose to the decimating 
ratio of 36.49, and in some previous years 
it has been much higher. 

Of course, if this death rate were all there 
is to the problem the colored people would 
soon disappear and patience on the part of 
the whites would solve the race question. 
The negroes, not only in the cities, but every- 
where else, are notoriously ignorant of the 
most ordinary laws of health. They culti- 
vate uwncleanliness as a fine art and as most 
people know possess about their person an 
odor which would put to shame the most 
offensive and unspeakable of wild animals. 
Jhe negro children are born into the world 
with a large percentage of malformation; 
they are frequently grossly neglected, suffer 
n great deal from diseases of the eyes, and 
too often inherit from their diseased parents 
maladies which their forefathers never knew 
in the barbaric wilds of Africa. 


Heavy Child Mortality. 


This extraordinary mortality among the 
children of the negroes is something pitiful 
t& contemplate. In the Charleston case into 
which I had an opportunity to study, through 
the courtesy and the scientific accuracy of 
Mayor Smyth, it is discovered that of the 
total number of 1,154 deaths no less than 
891, or about one-third, were of children un- 
der 5 years of age. Between 5 and 10 the 
mortality is extremely small, the heaviest 
death rate aside from that of.the little chil- 
dren being from 20 to 40 years. 

A further study of the mortality statistics 
in Charleston, which are thoroughly rep- 
resentative of the coast cities of the south, 
develops the fact that the great negro death 
rate {s in diseases which seem to be directly 
traceable to improper food and constant aas- 
sociation with filth in various forms. Trained 
stude of vital statistics and all physicians 
will appreciate the fact that the negro asa 
tropical importation is immediately subjected 
to fatal disease of the throat and lungs. His 
natural predisposition is accentuated by the 
fact that he dresses himself imperfectly, 
takes but little care of his health, heeds no 
warnings, and is frequently content in the 
way of medical attention with efforts based 
on the grossest superstition of his own race. 
The principal items of mortality among the 
negro race in Charleston may therefore be 
out of a total of 1,154 to show that 
tuberculosis carried off 108, pneumonia 95, 
consumption 75, Bright's digeases 128, apo- 
plexy 23, enteritis 59, entero colitis 41, maras- 
mus, 56, typhoid fever 31, malarial fever 25.

Grand Jury Votes to Indict: 
Twenty-six Agents of the 
Flourishing Penny 
Gambling Evil. 


FIGHT IS TO A FINISH. 


Citizens’ Association Gets Evi- 
dence and Is Preparing 
for a Vigorous 
Prosecution. 


As an initial move in a determined crusadw 
against policy playing in Chicago, the Citi- 

zens’ association yesterday secured the in- 

dictment by the grand jury of twenty-six 
policy writers. 

After the indictments were voted the asso- 
ciation issued a statement, in which it told 
of its determination to rout out this “ kin- 
dergarten of the gambling mania.” 
“ Both the chief of police and the mayor,” 

says the association’s bulletin, “ have been 
repeatedly quoted as declaring that if a way 

can be shown to prosecute policy cases the 

police would do their utmost to stamp out 

the evil. With a view of showing that this 

class of criminals is not superior to the law, 

and that they can be convicted in the courts 

when attacked in good faith, we have ob- 

tained the evidence against them with care 
and thoroughness." 


Evidence Is Complete. 


Secretary Shelby M. Singleton of the asso- 
ciation said that the evidente secured Is com- 
plete and covered the points in which the 
previous prosecutions had been weak. The 
defendants arein charge of “ shops” in al- 
most every part of the city and are about 
equally divided in the matter of color. 

The association had forty cases prepared, 
but in fourteen of these the detectives were 
able only to secure either the first or the last 
name of the writer, and the grand jury de- 
climed to indict, except where the identity 
of the defendant was clearly shown. 

In each case detectives of the association 
bought “ tickets " in the morning, and in the 
afternoon, after the drawings had been 
made, went to the places and confiscated the 
“‘ sheets,” thus showing the several features 
of the lottery with which the defendants 
aro ‘charged with being connected. . 

The names of the defendants were sup- 
pressed until after the indictments have been 
drawn and the capiases issued, for fear that 
some of the persons might leave to escape 


arrest.

for Selling Boys Tobacco. 


“BLIND PIG” FOR CHILDREN. 


Another Delivery Depot Said to Have 
Gambling Machine. 


Irregularity in the conduct of some man- 
agers .of the Chicago public library delivery 
stations is charged by officers of the Engle- 
wood law and order league. D. R. Donoghue 
of the library station at Sixty-ninth street 
and Wentworth avenue was fined yesterday 
for selling tobacco to minors and W. P. F. 
Ferguson, secretary of the league, says he 
has heard reports that other managers have 
gambling machines in their rooms, where 
children come for books, and that in one case 
a *‘ blind pig’ is run in connection with the 
public library service. 

Donoghue has a small confectionery store 
and deliver books as a side line. Com- 
plaints had been made to the officers of the 
league that the man was using his position 
to attract boys to the place that he might 
profit by selling them tobacco. : 


Goes to Store to Investigate. 

Mr. Feguson went to the store to investi- 
gate. Donoghue did not know him and the 
two tdlked freely about the man’s business. 
When the manager was put on trial yester- 
day before Justice Hennessey at the Engle- 
wood police station, he at first denied hav- 
ing seen Mr. Ferguson previously. 

*“ You should remember a talk I had with 
you,” Mr. Ferguson said, ‘in which you told 
me that you never refused to sell any boy 
tobacco.”’ 

Other evidence was produced and Donoghue 
was held guilty. He is said to be a poor man 
and the prosecution did not press the case, 
but expressed itself satisfied with the im- 
position of a fine of $7.50. 


“T have been informed that in one of the 


Hyde Park stations a ‘blind pig’ is oper- 
ated,”’ Mr. Ferguson said.*” As this is out of 
our territory, we have paid no attention to 
it. At another station in the Englewood dis- 
trict, but not in the section to which we 
confine our activities a gambling machine Is 
in place as a constant temptation to the 
children attracted there by the public library 
facilities. 
Criticises the Superintendent. 


“ These things certainly ought to be looked 
into. Such management of the stations 
more than defeats the purposes for which 
they were established. We have sought to 
remedy the evil by reporting the conditions 
to the superintendent of the delivery serv- 
ice, but he seems indifferent to our com- 
piaints and does nothing. 

“The manager of the station under fire 
was unsatisfactory for other reasons than 
because he sold tobacco to the boys. He is 
not at all fitted for the place and should not 
be placed in contact with children.” 


Mr. Hild to Investigate. 

“T have received no complaints,” said Li- 
brarian Frederick Hild last night. “The 
report, when made, will be investigated, as 
we can have no evil at the stations. When 
we learned, some time ago, that gambling 
devices were in agencies we had them thrown. 
cut. The law. of course. prohibits the sell- 


ing of tobacco to minors.” 


SEES HIS WIFE DROWN 


but Efforts Are Unavailing. 


DISASTER TO OTHER OUTINGS 


Woman Drags Sinking Man Into Her 
Boat—Life Savers Busy. 


A woman drowned within sight of her hus- 
band, a man dragged from the water by a 
lawyer's wife, a boy pulled out of the water 
by his companion, and two men rescued by 
life savers were some of yesterday's results 
of summer outings of Chicago people. 

Mrs. H. G. Turner, 6828 Jackson avenue, 
was bathing in Black river at Vineland,-.a 
resort near South Haven, Mich., where she 
and her husband and their little daughter 
were spending their vacation. Mrs. Turner 
was wading in the water, which is shallow, 
when she suddenly dropped from sight intoa 
hole over fifteen feet deep. 

Mr. Turner and the daughter were sitting 
on the bank watching the bathers, and he 
immediately went to the rescue of his wife, 
but she did not appear again. Although he 
dived to the bottom of the river and suc- 
ceeded in getting hold of her, he could not 
pull her out, and it was fully thirty minutes 
before the body was recovered. Mr. Turner 
is employed by A. C. McChirg & Co. 


Chicago Boy Is Rescued. 

George Lynde, 16 years old, who lives at 
898 Ontario street, Chicago, owes his life to 
his vacation companion at Seaconnet, R. L., 
Langford Alden of Troy, N.Y. The two boys 
were bathing yesterday at Seaconnet, swam 
out 100 yards, and then started to return. 
Alden reached the shore with some difficulty 
and then saw his friend in danger. 

Alden swam to his assistance, and Lynde, 
when reached, was exhausted. Alden sup- 
ported him and swam to a rock which pro- 
jected a few feet out of the water. They 
tried a dozen times to clamber to the top 
of the rock, but each time slipped back in 
the water. Finally, badly bruised, Alden 
made another try and succeeded in reach- 
ing the top of the rock. Then he reached 
down one leg to Lynde, who was hauled to 
safety. Then Lynde swooned. 

The alarm was given, and Demorest Lloyd 
and Joseph Lee of Chicago embarked in the 
Lloyds’ launch and rescued the boys. 


Man Rescued by Women. 

George Halleck of Chicago was cruising on 
Fox lake yesterday on the yacht Viola, and 
while working with the sails was knocked 
into the lake. 

Mrs. Edward U. Fliehmann, whose hus- 
band ts an attorney in this city, and who lives 
at 60 Lincoln avenue, saw the accident, and 
jumping into a rowboat went to the rescue. 
She rowed out to where Halleck was strug- 
gling in the water and caught him just as 
he was sinking for the third time. 

Two Rescued by Life Savers. 

Clinging to a capsized boat, driven before 
a heavy ,wind, two members of the Evanston 
Yacht club, after facing death in the waters 
of Lake Michigan for thirty minutes last 
evening, were rescued by the life savers. 

Mason, who was on watch for the 
life savers, saw the yacht capsize. He im- 
mediately gave the alarm and the crew 
started to the rescue. The distance was over 
a mile. The two men were taken on board 
the lifeboat. and the capsized yacht, the 
Red Bird, was taken into the Boat club’s

‘HIGHBALLS, NOT WAR 


Revolution in Panama Proves to 
Be of Comic Opera Order. 


SCOTCH WHISKY SOLE CAUSE. 


Gen. Cobos Drinks and Then Takes 
Charge of the Government. 


Washington, D. C., July 28.—[{Specia!.]— 
The startling “ revolution.”’ which resulted 
in the brief overthrow of the government of 
Panama last Saturday night, according to 
official cables received today, was the resuit 
or highbal!s and not an insurrection. 

During the course of the “ revolution ”’ 
Gen. Vasquez CObos, who overthrew the gov- 
ernment for a day, arrested most of the 
local officers and sent the governor flying in 
his pajamas into the shrubbery to escape a 
dungeon. 

It now seems that Cobos did not know what 
he was doing when he overthrew the govern- 
mént of Panama. The incidents in his brief 
but successful revolution sound much like 
a comic opera plot or that of a farce com- 
edy.

The truth is that he had dined too well, 
and, not being used to Scotch highballs, 
lost his head and decided that affairs in 
Panama were not going to sult him.

“Ata recent primary election all the policy 
writers in the First, Second, and Third 
wards, and presumably other wards, were 
ordered by the members of the syndicate to 
report to the ward leaders of one political 
party for service at the polls. This is done 
at every election. By such methods and by 


has made itself a factor in city politics. 

“That ample recompense in the form of 
protection is demanded and received from 
politicians thus aided can hardly be doubted. 
The members of the policy syndicate are also 
behind other forms of gambling, including 
handbooks and the so-called ‘* penny 
Derby.’ 

Police Under Suspicion. 

But not alone td this political activity does 
the association attribute the fearlessness of 
the policy men. The association goes fur- 
ther and raises a question whether the po- 
lice department, by its commanding officers, 
is not subsidized by the gamblers. In this 
connection the bulletin says: 

“The police have for years allowed the 
policy shops to run practically unmolested, 
although their existemce and location must 
necessarily have been known to police offi- 
cers. Only at long intervais, in deference

against the policy offenders has been gath- 
ered and presented in such silpshod fashion 
as to leave abundant loopholes for escape, 
Whether or not there is any foundation in 
fact for the charge that police officiais and 
others in authority receive large sums of 
money daily for allowing the shops to run, it 
cannot be denied that the apparent attitude

Law’s Agents Inactive. 

“ The policy shops of Chicago flourish prac- 
tically without any attempt at interference 
on the part of officials igtrusted with the 
enforcement of the law. 

“ Lawyers, versed in technicalities, are em- 
ployed by the syndicate to defend writers 
who chance to be arrested, and when these 
are arraigned in police courts, the justices, 
cringing before their strong political back- 
ing, almost invariably dismiss their cases, 
even upon the filmsiest of pretexts. 

* When indictments have been secured on 
police evidence the officers who obtained the 
evidence have frequently proved unwilling 
witnesses, displaying on the stand phenom- 
enal ignorance on all matters relating to the 


game.” 
Lesson from New York. 

To show that policy can be stopped, the 
bulletin refers to the work done in New York 
by the Anti-Policy society, which reduced the 
number of “shops” from 1,200 to 4 small 
number and sent “Ail” Adams, the New 
York “policy king,” to the penitentiary.

ON NEW PONTIFF. 


Cardinals Begin to Take Sides 
Either for or. Against 
Rampolla’s Election. 


LIKE POLITICAL CAUCUS.

Even the Supporters of Leo’s Ad- 
viser Are Not United on His 
Candidacy for Pope. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 


ROME, July 28.—It implies no disrespect to 
say that a papal caucus is developing on 
much the same lines as the caucuses held on 
the eve of: an American nominating conven- 
tion. It is now an open secret that the sup- 
porters of Rampolia and Gotti will vote for 
their respective candidates on the first bal- 
lot, after which the one who leads In the 
vote will then receive the united support of 
both parties. 

The college as a whole is fast dividing for 
and against Rampolia. There are, however, 
three classes among Rampolla’s direct sup- 
porters, those who will vote for him, those 
who will vote with him  ~but'* not 
for him, and those who will vote 
against his policy. His supporters argue 
that if the policy of the late adminis- 
tration*wae Leo's then Rampolla is the best 
man to continue it, and if it was dictated by 
Rampolia then there is the greater reason 
that it should continue. His opponents urge 
that the outgoing administration sought to 
ingratiate the papacy with governments, not 
with peoples, hence when the French gov- 
ernment showed its teeth the church did not 
have the French people back of it. 


Would Avoid All Politics. 


The cardinals who argue thus, including the 
supporters of Vannutelli, agree with Cardinal 
Gibbons that the church would be strongest 
when absolutely independent of all political 

wers. Those who oppose Rampolla are 
ivided in supporting Vannutelli, Oreglia, 
and Agliardi. Should the contest become 
strenuous it is probable some neutral candi- 
date, like Sarto, Satolli, Svampa, or Fer- 
rari will be selected. 

Today's congregation was marked by two 
incidents. Cardinal Richelmy, archbishop 
of Turin, attended for the first time. When 
he entered he went directly to Rampotia, 
conversed with him for some moments, and 
then took his seat. Oregtia called him tothe 
desk and gently chided him for not greeting 
the president on hisarrival. Richelmy apolo- 
gized and the two cardinals cordially em- 
braced. 

One of the cardinals stated he had first 
learned the terms of Leo's will from the 
newspapers and protested against this. 
Oreglia replied that it was the fault of the 
executors. One of the latter explained he 
considered it a private matter. The object- 
ing cardinal responded that as the sacred 
college had inherited the whole property it 
would have been more fitting if the heirs had 
been informed before the newspapers. 


Orders New Fisherman’s Ring. 


The Tribuna says that as the fisherman's 
ring, which could not be found after the 
death of the pope, may be discovered in some 
drawer which was sealed up and cannot Oy 
opened until after the election of the ne 
pope, the camerlengo, Cardinal Oreglia, has 
ordered a new one for use in the symbolic 
ceremony which takes place immediately 
after the successor to Leo XIII. is chosen. 

It is officially announced that in addition 
to the will of the late pope, and separate from 
it, Leo XIII. left a trifling present to each 
of a long list of relatives, members of the 
papal household, prelates, doctors, cardinals, 
etc. As mafiy formalities have to be ob- 
served it will probably be some time before 
the gifts are delivered. 


Grand Requiem Mass Sung. 


The first of the three great requiem 
masses under the auspices of the sacred 
college for the repose of the soul of Pope 
Leo was celebrated this morning In the 
Sistine chapel. All the cardinals now in 
Rome, the diplomatic corps, the Roman no- 
bility, and many other distinguished per- 
sons were present. No such mass had been 
celebrated in Rome since the death of Pius 
xX. 


tm the Sistine chapel stood a huge white cat- 
afalque thirty feet high, and on it, upon two 
scarlet cusbioms, rested a triple crown of 
gol, shining brightly in the light of a hun- 
dred candles. Thecatafalque completely hid 
the altar. 

Flanking the catafalque, on benches spe- 


bers of the sacred college, wearing scarlet 
capes over their violet robes. At their feet, 
on stools, were the conclavists or secretaries, 
in violet. In the narrow aisle behind, be- 
tween the benches and the wall, the heads of 
the religious orders, archibshops, patriarchs, 
monsignors, and monks knelt or stood in pic- 
turesque confusion. 


Diplomats in Uniform Attend. 


At the four corners of the catafalque 
burned candles ten feet high.’ Beside thes¢ 
stood Noble guards, motionless, with drawn 
swords. Other Noble guards were posted 
at the chancel entrance. Immediately 
beyond, in reserved places, were all the 
diplomats. The intermingled uniforms 
formed a vivid contrast with the simple 
evening dress of the Roman princes and 
crape veils and black dresses of the 
princesses, who sat directly across the aisle. 

Two galleries had been erected. In the 
gallery on the left were about a hundred 
women, all in deep black. In the right gal- 
lery were the special missions, among them 
being Sir Thomas Esmonde and Capt. Done- 
lan, representing the Irish party in parlia- 
ment. 

Beneath the galleries the priests and lay- 
men who had been fortunate enough to se- 
cure tickets, but who were not distinguished 
enough for special places, were packed in 
dim seclusion. Swiss and Noble guards 
chamberlains and other vatican officials lined 
the aisles. Not a note of instrumental music 
was heard throughout the mass. 


Celebrants of the Mass. 


At the altar Cardinal Serafino Vannutelli 
was assisted by Cardinals Agliardi, Vin- 
cenzo Vannutelli, Satolli, and Richard, wear- 
ing white miters and glistening vestments. 
Satolli, always erect and swarthy, looked 
doubly ‘so beside the feeble frame and snow 
white head of the aged Cardinal Richard, 
archbishop of Paris. 

It was after midday when Cardinal Van- 
nutelli pronounced the final benediction. 

Cardinal Gibbons had no part in the cele- 
bration of the mass. He sat beside Cardi- 
nal Martinelli, among the cardinals. 

Cardinal Oreglia, dean of the sacred col- 
lege, sat at the head of the left row of cardi- 
nals, near the altar steps. 

During the ceremony one of the Noble 
guards on duty beside the catafalque was 
overcome by the heat and had to be led out. 


France Mourns Dead Pontiff. 


PARIS, July 28.—The impressive funeral 
services in Notre Dame cathedral at noon to- 
day for the repose of the soul of Pope Leo 
assumed a distinctly official aspect owing to

The state department was today noti- 
fied of the postponment by the Swiss min- 
ister. No reason has yet been given for this 
action, but it is said to have been due to the 
fact that a number of the nations which were 
invited to participate in the conference have 
failed to accept the invitation. The dele- 
gates named by the United States to attend 
the conference are Francis B. Loomis, as- 
sistant secretary of state; Gen. George B. 
Davis and Commander Nathan Sargent, 
United States navy. 
Invitations to civilized governments to at- 
tend the conference were sent out by the 
Swiss government at the suggestion of the 
peace conference, held at The Hague. 
Among the matters to be considered were the 
regulations to prevent pillaging of wounded 
soldiers, return to their own lines of cap- 
tured wounded and sick soldiers, and mea- 
sures to prevent the cremation or burial of 
soldiers until it was positively ascertained 
that they were dead.

Strike at Fifer Boom. 


According to information gathered by the 
press bureau of the German Rough Riders’ 
association, sentiment among the German- 
American republicans is strongly against the 
candidacy of Joseph W. Fifer for governor. 

The Germans seem to be no more in favor 
of the former governor now than in 1802, 
when enough of them voted against him to 
elect his democratic opponent. As a result 
of its inquiry, the bureau prepared and ¥es- 
terday sent out to German newspapers 
throughout the state the first of a series of 
articles pertaining to the gubernatorial cam- 

gn. It bore the caption: “ Joe Fifer and 
he German Vote,"’ and in part says: 

“Tf the republican party in Illinois were 
limited to a choice between the present gov- 
ernor, Richard Yates, and ex-Gov. Fifer, the 
great majority: would unquestionably be 
found on the side of ‘ Private Joe.’ But the 
nomination of Fifer for governor in 1904 
would undoubtedly have the same disastrous 
effect for the republicans of this state as 
would the renomination of Gov. Yates. 

“ With Yates at the head of the ticket we 
could not win; with Fifer we would face sure 
defeat.”’ 

Yates Here for Two Hours. 

Gov. Yates arrived in Chicago at 9 a. m., 
en route from Harbor Point, Mich., to Spring- 
field. He went to the Auditorium Annex and 
remained there alone until time to leave on 
the 11:25 train, and then continued his 
journey unnoticed by any of the local poli- 
ticlans. There was no one at the boat to 
meet him when it came in and his short stay 
at the hotel was uninterrupted by callers. At 
the depot Col. J. H. Strong met and talked 
with the governor a moment. } 


Brentano Wants No Boom. 

Judge Theodore Brentano returned from 
the east yesterday and denied that he would 
become a candidate for governor. “I would 
rather be right where I amp, on the bench, 
than be governor. No, I am not a candidate 
for the vice presidency and have no thought 
of one.”’

PRISON BREAKERS 
‘STILL AT LARGE. 


Twelve California Convicts 
Fleeing to Mountains with 
Posses Close Behind. 


LEADER DESERTS GANG” 


Hostages Released and Pursuers 
Will Shoot to Kill if They 
Overtake Fugitives. 


Placerville, Cal., July 28—Of the thirteen 
convicts who escaped from the state peni- 
tentiary at Folsom yesterday twelve are ~ 
still at large. Joe Murphy, who was serviac 
a fourteen years’ sentence for robbery, was 
shot dead last night at Pilot Hill. The others 
will be taken dead or alive if the posses over- 
take them. 

S. M. Gordon, the reported leadgr of the 
gang, who had been sentenced to forty-five 
years for robbery, deserted his followers soon 
after they left the prison. He was heavily 
armed and ft is not known in which direction 
hée sought safety. A_negro convict named 
Seavis, who was reported wounded in the 
first encounter with the officers, appears not 
to have been injured. 

The eleven outlaws who remain together 
are making for the Sierra Nevada mouwn- 
tains. They are closely pursued by the sher- 
iff of Sacramento, Eldorado, and Placer 
counties, each backed by numerous deputies 
and assisted by a company of militia. About 
twenty guards from the Folsom prison eiso 
are engaged in the chase. 

It is believed that the fugitives soon will be 
surrounded, and a desperate battle is an- 
ticipated, as all are heavily armed. 

The work of the pursuing posses has been 
rendered less difficult than was anticipated 
by the unexpected action of the convicts who 
today released all the men they held as hos- 
tages. It is thohght that this course was 
prompted by lack of food and ammunition. 
The eleven are now believed to be near Pla- — 
cerville, in Eldorado county, in a rough coun- 
try, and not far from the mountains, 


Pilot Hill Fight Serious. 


The fight at Pilot Hill last night between the 
convicts and their pursuers was a more seri- 
ous affair than first reported. After the 
fugitives had looted a provision store at Pilot 
Hill they were practically surrounded by the 
sheriffs of Sacramento and Placer counties, 
each commanding a strong posse. All four 
horses on the convicts’ wagon were shot and 
one of the ¢riminals was killed outright. 
Then the outlaws raised a white flag and 
marched up the road with the guards and 
others whom they had captured on each side 
of them. A general volley was not ordered, 
as it might have killed several! innocent men. 

Ir. this deliberate manner the second ¢s- 
cape was made. Now that he captives have 
been freed the pursuing officers have been 
instructed to shoot the convicts on sight, and 
their death or capture fn the near future ig 
expected. 

Convicts Short of Ammunition. 


The convicts are short of ammunition and 
are without supplies, having lost them in the 
Aight at Pilot hill. All of them had lunches

Conference at Denver Decides to Forget 
Differences and Urges Joining of All 
Badies Working Along the Same Lines 


Denver, Colo., July 28.—[{S8pecial.}—The two 
factions of the people's party. each with a 
national organization, have decided to amal- 
gamate, and in order to strengthen their 
chances for suecess today issued an address 
to all reform bodies to join in the work.

FIVE YEAR OLD BOY LOST 
FOUR DAYS IN BIG SWAMP. 


Child Nearly Dead from Hunger and 
Terror When Rescuers Rezch Him in 
Wild Section of Minnesota. 


‘Duluth, Minn., July 28.—[Special. ]—Albert 
Swanson, the 5 year old son of Charles Swan- 
son, a homesteader near Gowan, Minn., forty 
miles from Duluth, who has been lost in a 
great swamp near that place for four days 
.and four nights, was found late this after- 
noon by an Indian guide, John Lapario, The 
boy was neariy dead from hunger and 
terror.

It: ought to be easy to hold a train 
until a reply shall have been received from 
the men in charge giving satisfactory evi- 
dence that they understand clearly the or- 
ders sent them, but it does not seem to be, or 
there would not be so many accidents by 
reason Of a misreading of orders, which are 
often so contise as to be a little ambiguous. 
Trainmen dislike to ask headquarters what 
an order means, and prefer to put on it what 
seems to them the right interpretation and 
to go ahead, often with disastrous results. 


THE HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


Every time the public gets a glimpse into . 


the recesses of the health department it 
sees at least two things: first, a disposition 
to resent and obstruct inquiry; second, a 
failure to show any adequate method of 
keeping departmental records. 

Now, a disposition to resent and obstruct 
inquiry does not inspire public confidence, 
When you overturn an old box t has 
been lying out in the sun you will rve 
certain pale, unwholesome insects des- 
perately wriggling down into the earth 
away from the light. The officials of the 
Chicago health department have been in- 
cautious enough lately to behave in a way 
which could hardly fail to fill the mind of 


the observer with reminiscences of wrig- ; 


gling insects. When the civil service com- 
mission wanted to ask questions, the health 
department ipspectors refused to come into 
the presence of the commissjon. When the 
Citizens’ association wanted to ask ques- 
tious, the highest health department of- 


. ficials refused to be interrogated. 


If a family closet is scrupulously 


* guarded, if no one is allowed to go near 


it, and if no one is allowed to talk about 
it, the family might just as well get up on 
the roof and cry “ skeletons.”’ 

This is the first thing of which the pub- 

lic ig getting tired, this policy of conceal- 
ment. The second thing is equally tiring. 
+ The Citizens’ association has found, just 
as Hull! house found, that the records of the 
inspection bureau of the health depart- 
ment are “odd, most powerful odd.” They 
cannot really be called records at all in the 
sense in which the word “records” is 
used in any private business. It is one of 
the most notable characteristics of mod- 
ern private business that with its ledgers, 
its card catalogues, its inventories, its time 
cards, its carbon copies, and other similar 
apparatus it is continually sloughing off a 
complete written history of itself. But the 
Chicago health department follows neither 
private business methods nor modern busi- 
ness methods. Its records remain the be- 
wilderment and the awe of all persons who 
ever have to peer into them. 
. The Hull house investigation, while it 
proved laxity in administration, went no 
further. The investigation made by the 
Citizens’ association has resulted in in- 
dictments for bribery. Indictments may 
not mean convictions. It is not fair, there- 
fore, at this time to say that the health 
department is corrupt. 


suffering will hardly yield to absent treat- 
ment. 


THE “ Goop, RESPECTABLE CITIZEN.” 

Most of the Danville people say there 
were “no respectable citizens ”’ in the pe 
which failed to lynch one negro or in the 
mob which did lynch another negro. Who- 
ever reads the sickening accounts of the 
way in which the second mob put to death 
the man who fell into its hands, and muti- 
lated his body after he was dead, will 
agree that no decent man could take part 
in such brutalities. 

There is oue exceptional citizen of Dan- 
ville. Unfortunately for the city he is its 
mayor. That official had an opportunity 
to save the community from disgrace and 
win credit for himself, but he failed to 
take advantage of it and seeks to exculpate 
himself by slandering his fellow citizens. 
He was at the police station when it was 
attacked. He says, “ With all the officers 
of the law in the city the lynching could 
not have been prevented. It was use- 
less to shoot into the mob.” He does not 
know that it would have been useless, for 
the police did not fire a shot. Then the 
mayor says: 

** As soon as I saw the mob break into the sta- 
tion and seize the fellow I went into another room 
and sat down. What would be the good of shoot- 
ing down a number of our best citizens? Not more 
than 100 persons of the crowd of over 300 were 
lawless people. The others were the good and 
respectable people of the city. This is the reason 
I told the policemen to put their guns in their 
pockets.’’ 

Tue TRIBUNE does not believe the mayor 
is telling the truth, and it will not admit 
that he is until the “ good and respectable ” 
citizens of Danville say by their speech or 
by their silence that he is not defaming 
them. At the same time that Tue 
TRIBUNE will not consider that 200 “ good 
aud respectable people”’ were murderers 
last Saturday evening it would like to 
know what the law abiding and reputable 
citizens of Danville were doing while the 
mob was at work. 

At a meeting day before yesterday one 
respectable citizen suggested that a mass- 
meeting be called to discuss the means for 
prosecuting the leaders of the mob, where- 
upon another ‘speaker said: “It would 
“be better if about 100 of you fellows 
“would call a massmeeting at the jail 
“next time a mob tries to lynch any 
“negroes. What we want is a massmeet- 
“ing of reputable citizens who wil! stand 
“ready to back the sheriff on the slightest 
“emergency.” “ True, O king.” That is the 
kind of massmeeting which was needed 
at Danville, at Belleville, and at Evans- 
ville, but it was not held. 

When a mob gathers to lynch a negro 
the “ good and respectable ”’ citizen washes 
his hands of the whole affair. He volun- 
teers no assistance to mayor or sheriff. He 
seeks his home except when, out of curi- 
osity, he hovers on the fringe of the mob, 
and when the lynching is over he says, 
“What a regrettable affair,” and perhaps 
attends a massmeeting which adopts reso- 
lutions deploring the disgrace which has 
been brought upon the community. 

The responsibility for lynching, at Dan- 
ville or Belleville, really rests upon the 
“good and respectable people ” who do not 
say a word or lift a hand or strike a blow 
when a mob, brave only when it is not re- 
sisted, sets out to commit murder.

There are 
7,000 of them in Kansas, and, although thus 
far these rights have been menaced in only 
twelve counties, the danger is spreading so 
rapidly that the whole 7,000 teachers expect 
to be involved. 

The specific complaint against the school 
mistresses of the twelve counties is that they 
are so addicted to courting and marrying 
during the school term that the schools are 
interrupted, which would indicate that ante- 
hymeneal business in those counties is un- 
usually brisk, and Cupid must be working 
overtime. The school boards in these coiin- 
ties therefore have decreed that courting 
and marrying must be done in “ the good old 
summer time.” Apart from any abstract 
question of personal rights, there will be 
widespread sympathy with the schoo] mis- 
tresses of the twelve counties as well as the 
rest of the 7,000 whoare alsoin danger. No 
young woman, school mistress or not. can 
properly put into eight weeks the business 
usually spread over a year. Even if she 
could, no woman should be expected to do 
it in a Kansas summer, hottest of all sum- 
mers, when not even a grasshopper can 
muster up activity. Besides this the sum- 
nier is the vacation time of the schoo] mis- 
tress, when she wishes to escape the heat and 
to go away and rest. As her “ company” 
or’ “best young man” must remain at 
home, must she stay also to concentrate ip

It is certainly fair, however, to suggest {:hidden in the other months. Again, is it

PODSTATA, THE ECCENTRIC. 

What does Supt. Podstata of Dunning 
mean by all this? . 

Here he is, the head of a public institu- 
tion and presumably bound by the same 
code of ethics by which other heads of pub- 
lic institutions are bound. Yet when his 
subordinates are guilty of improper con- 
duct he fails to protect them from censure 
and punishment. 

In fact, he carries his eccentricity even 
further. He not only fails to protect guilty 
subordinates from censure and punishmeut, 
but he actually drags them forth from 
concealment and himself leads them to the 
place of censure.and punishment. He does 
not wait for the civil service commission 
to start an investigation. He requests the 
investigation. He dees not obstruct the 
commissioners. He helps them. He does 
not lay on the whitewash. He turns on 
the calcium light. 

A policy of this kind needs explanation. 
Is Dr. Podstata merely eccentric or is his 
difficulty so serious that he may have to 
be confined in his own institution? If he 
has any trace of sanity left he will not 
submit his symptoms to the scrutiny of the 
medical experts of our local health depart- 
ment.

| FFICIAL dentats have been published 
at Berlin of the story cabled to this 
country according to which the Kaiser 
had intimated his intention of dis- 
patching to the United States next 
year a an squadron under the command 
of Princd Henry, the latter accompanied by 
the emperor's sailor son, Prince Adelbert, in 
connection with the St. Louis exhibition. 
No such project is contemplated at Berlin, 
and Prince Adelbert will be throughout next 


to duty on board the cruiser Hertha, which 
forms part of the German naval forces in the 
China seas. Prince Adelbert sails via the 
Suez canal to join his ship in October, and 
it is announced that he will remain on 
duty with his ship for at least two yea 
so there is little prospect of his com- 
ing to the United States for some time. 

An official denial has also been published at 
Berlin of the reported utterances ofthe kaiser 
on the subject of social democracy in Ger- 
many during the course of a conversation 
with Cornelius Vanderbilt on board the lat- 
ter’s yacht North Star at Kiel. 

It cannot escape attention, however, that 
Emperor William is intensely bitter against 
the socialists, especially since their colossal 
gains at the recent general elections for the 
reichstag, and the astounding discovery that 
no less than eight socialist votes were cast 
by electors belonging to the imperial house- 
hold, inmates of the imperial palace, but 
whose identity has so far remained unknown. 
It is therefore quite possible that the em- 
peror may have denounced the socialists in 
talking. with Cornelius Vanderbilt, though 
not necessarily for publication. 

On the other hand, it would be most unfair 
to impute any indiscretions to the owner of 
the North Star. For every person who @n- 
joys the acquaintance and personal inter- 
course with reigning monarchs—especially 
when public attention is attracted thereto— 
is exposed to the disadvantage of having 


in the brain of some imaginative scribe or in. 
the irresponsible gossip of some hanger on 
at court, are calculated to cause annoyance 
to the crowned head at whose expense they 
are circulated. 

During the khedive's recent private visit to 
England, where he was a guest of Sir Ernest 
Cassell, the financier, who furnished the cap- 
ital for the construction of the two great 
Nile dams at Assiout and at Assouen, he is 
said to have completed arrangements with 
Sir Ernest for the establishment of a sys- 
tem of hydraulic trolleys along the Nile, the 
power being furnished by the falls at the 
cataracts. This project, when put into exe- 
cution, will wholly modify the travel on the 
Nile, and the slow, dreamy, restful progress 
up the river on board the diabbeahs will be- 
come a thing of the past. 

Sir Edward Lawson, the proprietor of the 
London Telegraph, who has just been created 
a peer by King Edward, has assumed the 
title of Lord Burnham, which is the name of 
the town nearest to his country seat in Buck- 
inghamshire—a home once inhabited by Ed- 
mund Burke, who was likewise in a way 4 
journalist, Hall Barn being indeed full of 
relics of this brilliant if unscrupulous writer 
and politician, to whom the great Dr. John- 
son sent the meaning message: ‘‘I wish you 
all the success which can be wished by an 
honest man.” 


Lord Denbigh, who is about to visit the 
United States in command of the Honorable 
Artillery Company of London in response 
to an invitation from its kindred organiza- 
tion in this country, the Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery Company of Massachusetts, 
and who on the occasion of the review of his 
troops the other day in London by the king 
was intrusted by the latter during the course 
of a public speech with the conveyance of 
some friendly messages to the United States, 
is the chief of the family to which the famous 
novelist, Henry Fielding, belongeds He like- 
wise claims relationship with the imperial 
Austrian house of Hapsburg, though this is 
denied and even ridiculed by many of the 
most eminent of English genealogists. 

The ear! is a lord in waiting to the king, 
and is one of the forty Roman Catholic mem- 
bers of the upper chamber of the national 
legislature. It is a mistake, however, to de- 
scribe him as the head of one of the oldest 
Catholic famfliies in the kingdom, for until 
the conversion of the late earl of Denbigh 
all the holders of the title were stanch Prot- 
estants. 

The late earl’s conversion was brought 
about in a most remarkable manner. One 
Sunday morning he attended service in the 
parish church of Whitford, near Holywell 
(Downing hall, where he then resided, being in 
that parish), and he remained to communion. 
After the service he was horrified to see the 
parish clerk drink the remainder of the sacra- 
mental wine and carelessly brush the bread 
crumbs to the floor. Viscount Fielding, as 
he was in those days, felt so strongly on the 
treatment to which the consecrated bread 
and wine had been subjected by the parish 
clerk of this village church that he shortly 
afterwards transferred his religious alle- 
giance to the Church of Rome, which, as 
every one knows, believes in the actual di- 
vine presence in the sacrament. 

Lord Denbigh was on several occasions in- 
trusted with special missions to the late 
pope. He is a soldierly man, who spen: ten 
years in the Royal artillery, and went 
through the Egyptian campaign with dis- 
tinction, and is now engaged in building up 
the impaired fortunes of his house by an 
active partnership in a wholesale and retail 
wine firm in London. 


Inasmuch as the story as to the existence 
of a large fortune awaiting in England the 
American heirs of Sir Francis Drake, the 
great English naval hero and explorer ofthe 
reign of Queen Elizabeth, has once more be- 
come current here, and several legal firms 
in this country are reported to be engaged 
in promoting the claims of the said Ameri- 
can heirs to this estate, it may be mentioned 
that no such estate isin existence, and that 
there can be no American heirs of the great 
admiral. 

The claims of the said heirs are based on 
the supposition that Sir Francis left two 
sons, John and Francis. The latter, it is 
asserted, inherited his father’s property and 
passed it on to his heirs. His branch of the 
family, however, became extinct in 1749, 
whereupon the property as well as the title 
should have reverted to the descendants of 
John, the younger son of the admiral. The 
‘Drake claimants in the United States assert 
themselves to be the heirs of this John Drake, 
and it Is on this pretension that they base 
their demands to the fortune left by Sir 
Francis. 

Now, all the English standard works of 
reference, both of the present day and of the 
sixteenth and seventeenth centuries, show 
that Sir Francis, though twice married, died 
without children, a fact which is borne out 
by his will, dated London, May 17, 1596, the 
original of which Is still on file to this day 
at Somerset house, in London, In‘which he 
declares that, being childless, he bequeathes 
his property to his nephew, Francis Drake, 
the son of his elder brother, Thomas, who is 
named executor of the will. 

This ts sufficient in itself to dispose of the 
claims of the heirs of those who believe 
themselves to be the heirs in this country 
of Sir Francis Drake, and to show them 
that whatever money they may invest inthe 
furtherance of their pretensions of the Drake 
property in England will be entirely wasted.

TRACTION STOCKS 


ADVANOING PRICES REFLECT IM- 
PROVED SENTIMENT. 


Situation Nearer a Solution, but It Ie 
Too Early te Form a Correct Judg- 


Compensation to'City Not Yet Ten- 
tatively Considered—Dividend Pros- 
pects of North and West Chicago 
Depend on This. 


North and West Chicago Sireet railroad 
and Chicago City railway stocks have all ad- 
vanced in the last few days. Yesterday 
North Chicago sold at 103, being an advance 
of 8 points over the low. West Chicago sold 
at 57%, an advance of 7% points, and City 
‘railway sold at 172, an advance of 6 points. 


While the tra one were for small lots, it 
was similarly 1 lots that the prices 
declined. 


The impression is gaining along the street 
that the situation with reference to the 
stocks has improved. The North and West 
Chicago Street railroad shareholders, 
through their specially appointed commit- 
tees, have reached an agreement with the 
Chicago Union Traction company involving 
a reversion of leases and other considera- 
tions. This has been a benefit to these two 
stocks. 

It is thought also that the New York in- 
terests in Union Traction will be able to se- 
cure a controlling interest in Chicago City 
railway and thereby effect a unification of 
the surface lines and clarify the street ralil- 
road problem, 


Dark Outlook for Dividends. 


All this is well enough from a sentimental 
point of view, but there seems to be a pretty 
hard road ahead of the North and West Chi- 
cago stockholders in the matter of dividends. 
They are willing to scale their present divi- 
dends from 12 and 8 per cent to 6 and 4 per 
cent respéctively. With West Chicago sell- 
ing at 50 it represented the uncertainty which 
the situation creates in the minds of those 
who have compared to some extent the pre- 
dictions of earnings of those who organized 
the Union Traction company with the actual 
results. 

The present idea in circulation in La Salle 
street is that the companies, after securing 
a franchise, will be able to pay 4 and 6 per 
cent from the start on West and North Chi- 
cago. The two companies will come into 
possession of the guarantee fund now lodged 
with the Illinois Trust and Savings bank. 
The Union Traction people believe they will 
be able to effect large savings in operation 
after their present plans are carried out. But 
thus far positively nothing is known of 
what compensation the city will receive. 
Again, it will require, it is estimated, $14,- 
000,000 to rehabilitate the two properties. 


_| While bonds to this amount will not be put

A 5 per cent general 
mortgage $14,000,000 bond issue means 


$700,000 ahead of North and West Chicago 
dividends. 


Some Former Traction Estimates. 


The estimates of what the company will 
be able to save and how much i will be able 
to earn come from those who made such 
unfortunate estimates of the earnings of the 
Chicago Union Traction company when that 
corporation was organized and began opera- 
tion in July, 1899. The company had a cap- 
ital of $12,000,000 5 per cent cumulative pre- 
ferred stock and $20,000,000 of common stock. 
In the company’s firet year of operation and 
during the year it was estimated earnings 
would be equal to 8-per cent on the common 
etock. The first annual statement showed 
$4,075, or 2-100 of 1 per cent, earned on the 
common. 

To have suggested in 1809 that the company 
would not be able to continue even to pay its 
preferred dividend on $12,000,000 stock wapld 
have been to invite hostile criticism and the 
assertion that the maker of the suggestion 
was not only uninformed but stupidly preju- 
diced. 

And yet the Union Traction company paid 
just five quarterly dividends. It paid the 
first one Nov. 20, 1899, and the last one Oct. 
20, 1900. Since then the company has not 
only failed to earn the dividends but has 
piled up a deficit annually of about $300,000. 
In addition, it now owes on the preference 
stock, which is cumuilative, $1,650,000 back 
dividends. 

With this record before stockholders and 

ve invgstors in the two companies 
there would seem to be room to question the 
estimates now current in La Salle street as 
to what the reorganized Union Traction com- 
pany will be able to pay on North and Weat 
street railroad shares. 


Think Well of Metropolitan L. 


W. L. Beckwith & Co. have issued a pamph- 
let on the Metropolitan Elevated, in which is 
taken a favorable view of the company’s 
prospects. It is estmiated that three years’ 
growth, owing to certain improvements 
planned, will make the earnings equal the 
full 5 per cent on the preferred and over 4 
per cent on the common. The firm adds: 

** We believe that within from two to three 
years the preferred stock will be a certain 5 
per cent dividend payer, returning the pur- 
chaser at the recent June level 7% per cent 
on the cost, and selling $30 a share higher. 
Three to four years will see the common 
stock valued at three to four times.recent 
prices.”’

Refunding Operations to Close. 

United States treasury refunding opera- 
tions emlpaced in the offer of the govern- 
ment to exchange 2 per cent bonds for the 3 
per cent bonds of 1908 and the 4 per cent 
bonds of 1907 will terminate the day after 
tomorrow. At the close of last week the total 
bonds exchanged under the offer amounted to 
$79,550,000. Of thie total $15,450,000 were 3 
per cents and $64,100,000 were 4 per cents. 

The volume of bonds turned in for refund- 
ing has materially fallen off, and at the same 
time the taking out of new circulation by the 
banks has decreased. The refunding opera- 
tions were commenced April 1. The gore 
circulation of the national banks on last 
Saturday was $416,579,390, being an increase 
of $89,920,880 since April 1. 

The banks have been slow to make the 
change from state and city bonds to govern- 
ment bonds ae security for United States 
deposits. The secretary of the treasury sug- 
gested that the state and city issues be taken 
down and government bonds be substituted 
prior to Aug. 1, 1908. But since thesecretary 
of the treasury adopted the policy of ac- 
cepting state and municipal issues, the price 
of those bonds has declined, and now the 
treasury department does not feel like ask~ 


fice, as would be the case if they had to be 
disposed 


Outlook for U. 8. Realty. 

While the stock of United States Realty 
company has been gradually declining the in- 
siders take a cheerful view of the company’s 
prospects. The principal reason for lack 
of faith in Realty shares has been the specu- 
lative character of the investments of the 
company. It has been a large purchaser of 
real estate in New York, secured at high 
prices and improved with costly structures. 
At the present time almost any kind of land 
on Manhattan island shows a grawing value, 
though the territory around Herald square 
and in the financial and mercantile district 
at the south end of the island shows the 
greatest activity, and it is in this kind of real 
estate that the company has been investing. 

An officer of the executive committee of 
the company is quoted as saying 

“Our company is in splendid condition 
financially, and we have just made several 
large and advantageous contracts. As to 
our not having cash enough, I will state 
again, as I have previously stated, that we 
have assets In excess of $22,000,000. This 
company and the allied companies have in 
New York City banks today $8,982,102 in 
cash. Our treasurer reported today that all 
our accounts and reports had been handed in 
and that our annual report will soon be is- 
sued. This will show how groundless are 
the fears of Wall street concerning our 
financial condition.”’

Edward Addicks for $100,000, and has at- 
tached his holdings of stock in the Boston, 
South Boston, Roxbury, and Bay State Gas 
companies.
